Ncthlog WM fooad «• her parson to 
rsreal her identity barring a spoon, ex- 
oepting a photograph of a ool<»ed man 
recogmaed as Charna Jones, oook of the 
steamer Sidney. The steamer's oflloers 
reported a chambermaid missing. Later 
a farmer's wife near Oordora rsoog 
nixed the body as that of a woman wiio 
bad jprsTkmsly called in company with 
a colored man and infant, and had been 
given food, and also identified the 
spoon as one she had given the ohild at 
the same time. 

Tuesday night a handle of child's 
clothing was found partly buried in the 
Skud near the )>laco where the woman's 
body was d\scovered. Shortly after a 
mound of sand was opened and 
five inches below the surface wa-s found 
the body of a male child (colored ) 18 
months old, head crushed and arm and 
leg broken, apparently stanipetl to 
death in the sand and iiastiiy buried. 
A coloreil mau, supposed to be the one 
seen with the woman, beught a tucket 
at Cordova for Chicago. He displayed 
several iJCiO gold pieces. Detectives are 
doing everyttiiug possible to solve the 
aysiMy. ■ - .

They advocated 
the formation of a secret service corps 
iu the form of organized revolutionists. 
The convention called for Sept. 24, in 
•Chicago, was condemned on the grouud 
that it was only intended to advance 
the political interests of ita originators. 

The resointions close with the stat«- 
meut that as there are prospects of an 
Enropean "war, all Irishmen should or- 
gauiae and am thmnselves, so that in 
any emergen^ thatmaj arise they will 
be abM to Utrtka s wbm against their 
he r edita r y enemy.

EMMETT DIVtRS LYNCHED. 
▲ Itob lUkos Him Froat tits UMriST and 



St. Louis, Aug. 16.— Emmett Divers, 
the negro who outraged and then killed 
Mrs. Cain, near Fultou, Mo., a couple 
of weeks a„'o, aud who was brought 
here for safekeeping, was token fji-om 
tlie sheriff at Fulton, about 1 o'clock 
yesterdi^ morniug, by a mob and 
hanged tOAtailroad bridge. 

Divers was taken from here Wednes- 
day noon by Deputy Bheriif Bnofaan iu 
of Calloway cotmty and arrived at ii'ui- 
ton some time after midnight. Sheriff 
Buchanan left the train with his pris- 
oner some distance from Fulton and 
was procfsding with him inacan-iage 
when hit was uteraeptid by a mob uf 
more thiu a hmndred OMn, who forci- 
bly took the negro and hanged him 
fromeMdge. . 

The body waa left hanging all fore- 
noon. About noon 1,000. man from 
all parts of the county gathered at the 
bridge where Divers was hanged, cut 
his body down and marched with it to 
Fulton where it was suspeuded to a 
telegraph pole as a public spectacle, and 
a warning to tul evil-doers. This 
demonstration was made at the sp«)cial 
request of J. W. Cain, the hnsbaud of 
tlie murdered and ravished woman. 

The body was permitted to hang all 
afternoon until late last night. Then 
it was cut down and taken to a little 
house, where Cain and his wife lived, 
the whole premises saturated witli ml. 
and the remains of the negro aud all 
the ett'ects of the boilding were de- 
stroyed by fire.

CENSORSHIP NEWS.

Havana, Ang. l<i.— According to ofii- 
eiai reports information which has been 
received by the government authoritias 
here shows that a serious dissension ex- 
ists among the insuigeut leaders. This 
IS said to be due to the fact that some of 
them are not willing to destroy by 
buriaug or other means, the property of 
planters and others. In tins counec- 
tioii, a(!cording to tlitx governuieut in- 
lurnuition, (Jliief Kabi and Maceo have 
had au angry dispute and the latter was 
slightly wounded by the former. Ac- 
cording to the reports they hud to be 
separated by their (I'ionds in OCder tO 
avoid more serious trouble. 

Another re|x)rt from oflicial soUTOee Is 
to the ettect that some of the other In- 
sur^'ent leaders are desirous of deposing 
(Jouie/. from the position of general in 
chief of tlie insurgent forces ou account 
of a circular which he recently issued 
ordering his followers to burn all prop- 
erty belonging to those who are not in 
sympathy with the oaasa of tha insur- 
gents. 

Information given out from official 
sources is that the insurgents attacked 
the column of Major Zubia on the plan- 
tation of Natalia in the district of 
8aughe la Grande. The iusurgeuts were 
routed and dispersed, leaving three 
dead. The troops lost one Idlied. 

'Volunteers were making a reconnai- 
sance of a camp of the insurgents on 
the plantati(m of Maria Antoma in the 
district of tianta Domingo, and they 
took three armed prisoners. 

A report given out here is to the effect 
that the insurgents attacked a detach- 
ment of troops ou the plantation of 
Corason Jesm. The garrison within 
was surrounded but made a brave de- 
fence and the insurgents won obliged 
to retire. It is stated that they loat M- 
proximately three dead and four wonna* 
ed. Troops were dispatched to their as- 
sistance from Snaga. 

Insurgents have attacked tha ^Ulage 
of Cnmanayagna in tha vrorlnoe of 
Santa Clara. Mtails ci the attack are 
unknown.
